The in- 
quiry will be in the hands of a government com- 
mittee of 12, three each from the senate and the 
house of representatives, one each from other 
government agencies and bureaus. 

The motive behind the investigation is more 
or less shrouded in mystery. The fact that all 
necessary information for bringing illegal 
monopolists to account is already in the files 
of the several government departments; the 
fact that existing anti-trust laws, if enforced, 
are admittedly adequate to cope with any situa- 
tion that has arisen, or may arise, creates the 
suspicion that an attempt is about to be made 
to give foundation to the groundless claim that 
business, not the government, is responsible for 
the depression. 

There is no doubt in the minds of thinking 
people that monopoly, when found to be detri- 
mental to the best interests of the people, 
should be brought under control or stamped 
out. Some monopolies, however, are distinctly 
necessary. The railroads and the post office 
department are such examples. But it should 
be noted that the former, a private monopoly, 
is practically hamstrung with regulations and 
taxes, while the latter, a government monopoly, 
pays no taxes and resorts to all sorts of ac- 
counting practices to show a profit, real or 
fictitious. 

Monopoly, however, exists as a general rule 
for the purpose of fixing and maintaining prices 
at an unjustifiably high level for private gain. 
If such unlawful practices exist and have exist- 
ed with adequate laws on the statute books to 
punish them and break them up, who, if any- 
body, is more responsible for the guilty going 
unpunished than those sponsoring the investi- 
gation? 

The resolution creating the power to investi- 
gate is so worded as to make possible a thorough 
mauling, in public, of any businessman sum- 
moned before the tribunal. Even some of the 
New Dealers, who have long urged the inquiry, 
admit this. There is danger that honesty of 
purpose will be lost in the desire of special 
groups to get into“the limelight. 

Subpoena power has been made so broad 
that those summoned before the “committee of 
twelve” may be questioned on any subject which 
happens to pop into the minds of the inqulis- 
itors. The power extends to all books, records 
and papers, without exception. And there is 
no bar to using evidence thus taken in subse- 
quent criminal anti-trust proceedings. Under 
such circumstances, it is asking considerable 
of businessmen to co-operate frankly in the 
investigation. 

Not that they have been indulging in mo- 
nopolistic practices, but that such practices 
have not only been condoned, but encouraged 
by the administration. 

If the investigation is to be conducted for 
the purpose of honestly creating better rela- 
tions between big business and government; if 
it is to be conducted in an honest attempt to 
eliminate undesirable monopolistic practices, 
where found to exist, then, by all means, it 
should be held. If, however, the investigation 
is to degenerate into a five-ring circus for the 
purpose of exhibiting the talents of some of the 
nation’s great political actors, to divert the at- 
tention of the people from the main issues and 
problems of the day, then it will serve no use- 


ful purpose. 


REAL LIFE MELODRAMA 
Disappearance of a secret document from 
archives of the anti-submarine school on H. 
M. 8. Osprey at Portland, England, gave British 
naval authorities the jitters and a touch of 


melodrama to the recent news parade.

Naturally, neither 
findings of the court or the nature of the docu- 
ment itself were revealed to the outside world.

the world’s premier of its kind. 

Not much imagination is needed to construct 
a motion picture thriller out of such elements. 
Perhaps, even at this moment, a Hollywood 
scenarist is tapping feverishly at a typewriter, 
grateful to the Goddess News for tossing an idea 
into an otherwise barren office. 


NEW SHIPS TO THE SOUTH 

Three ships, all comparatively new and 
among the finest of their type afloat, will 
shortly put in at Rio de Janeiro, Santos, Monte- 
video and Buenos Aires, carrying the American 
flag to new service in the lands to the south. 

These vessels, the California, Virginia and 
Pennsylvania, were recently removed from the 
intercoastal trade by the Panama-Pacific Line 
because of operating losses. At the same time, 
a federal court ordered the Munson Line to 
suspend operations upon the completion of 
present voyages. The line has been in volun- 
tary bankruptcy since 1934. The new South 
American trade ships will be entirely recondi- 
tioned during the summer and will be placed 
i.. their new service about September 1, the 
Maritime Commission meanwhile maintaining 
facilities provided by the Munson Line, which 
operates four combination passenger and 
freight vessels. 

With South America offering a greatly ex- 
panded market for American products, the an- 
nouncement of the new line is particularly 
heartening. It evidences the great value of 
the new government shipping policy, under 
which the Maritime Commission has been di- 
rected to father a program which will restore 
the merchant marine for the twofold purpose 
of serving America’s foreign commerce needs 
and to provide an adequate auxiliary service for 
the national defense in times of war. The first 
purpose is paramount, the second a necessary 
adjunct under the philosophy of sea power 
which an American admiral, Alfred T. Mahan, 
propounded. His successful formula of mari- 
time strength—sea power equals naval vessels 
plus merchant vessels—is used to this day by 
military instructors of foreign nations. 

Placing of the big, fast vessels in the South 
American trade will enable the United States to 
compete favorably with European countries, 
which have been aggréssively pursuing the 
southern trade with modern steamship service. 
Coupled with the plane services of Pan-Amer- 
ican Airways, the United States will be placed 
in an enviable position in service provided these 
countries. 

Had Horace Greeley lived to this day, his 
famous “Go West, Young Man,” might well have 
been expressed: “Go South, Young Man.” For 
in this southern region of the United States, 
and in the countries to the south lie the op- 
portunity of youth today. The full potentiali- 
ties of South American trade have never been 
tapped. 

The people of the south have much in com- 
mon with those of the nations of South Amer- 
ica. Hitherto, shipping and trade with those 
countries have been between New York and 
the larger cities of these lands. The southern 
ports of the United States have been largely 
by-passed. Would it not be more wale 
more speedy and more reasonable if this trade 
passed through a southern port? Charleston, 
Savannah, Brunswick and some Florida ports, 
each has the facilities for handling the deep- 
water vessels. 

An opportunity is afforded the south, under 
this new shipping program, to obtain a valuable 
trade, and Atlanta, although an inland city, 
would benefit greatly if the South American 
trade flowed through a southern port. 

The Maritime Commission has indicated an 
attitude of intelligent approach to reasonable 
Suggestions. It would not be amiss for south- 
ern leaders to call to their attention the bene- 
fits of making at least one of these seacoast 
cities a port-of-call. 


A ROAD PROBLEM 


Great Britain is finding trouble upon trouble 
in this hemisphere. Not only has Mexico ex- 
propriated British oil properties, but now comes 
Guatemala to insist the empire owes that coun- 
try a road 200 miles in length from the sea- 
coast on the Caribbean to the capital at Guate- 
mala City. 

The demand illustrates both the danger and 
the value of old treaties known in some circles 
as “scraps of paper.” Guatemala, however, 
signed one such document with Britain to settle 
difficulties which had arisen over the bound- 
aries between that country and British Hon- 
duras, which lies just to the south of Mexico 
along the Caribbean. That was in 1859. Among 
other things, the treaty provided for the con- 
struction of the road by the British. 

British engineers surveyed the stretch, found 
the cost almost prohibitively high, and the 
failure to build the road has been a subject of 
discussion now for more than 50 years. But, 
lately, the British Foreign Office became bored 
with it all and suspended the _ discussions. 
Guatemala, not to be sidetracked in any such 
manner, has now asked President Roosevelt to 
use his good offices in arbitrating the dispute. 

Anyone who has traveled the ordinary Cen- 
tral American road can appreciate both Guate- 
mala’s insistence and Britain’s reluctance.

AIDING JUVENILE DELINQUENTS. 
(From The Buffalo Evening News.) 


Attorney General Homer S. Cummings is grati- 
fied at congressional enactment of a federal law 
which removes juvenile delinquents from the cate- 
gory of adult criminals. He calls it “a distinct 
landmark in the improvement of judicial proc- 
esses.” 

The law applies to all federal offenses, other 
than those: punishable by death or life imprison- 
ment, committed by persons under 18. Under its 
provision, the juveniles will be tried before a 
United States district judge. The attorney general 
will have the option of prosecuting a juvenile on 
a charge of delinquency or for the substantive 
offense of which he is accused. 


There may be some cases in which the Depart- 
ment of Justice regards it necessary to prosecute 
juvenile offenders in the same manner as adults. 
Society has always regretted the necessity of 
proceeding against youngsters, many of whom 
come from broken homes. The new federal law 
tempers justice with mercy. A boy or gir! under 
18, placed on probation or committed to the cus- 
tody of the attorney general, has a much better 
chance to reform than one who is imprisoned with 
older and hardened offenders. The law is de- 


cidedly a step in the right direction.

SIX AND AN EXTRA Among these seven major and minor 
bureaucrats you would find some inter- 


esting similarities. For example, four of them are men of academic 
background. Arnold and Douglas taught at the Yale Law School; 
Oliphant was on the staff at Johns Hopkins University, and Bal- 
linger used to instruct earnest young female collegians in the dark 


mysteries of economics. 


Experience of business is rare among them. Lubin is a civil 
servant, with a high reputation as an economist and statistician.

INCENSE OF THE SOUL. 


| Dr. W. J. Blyton, lecturer in 
Classics in Auckland University, 
New Zealand, contributed a very 
excellent essay to the January is- 
/sue of the Hibbert Journal on 
“Hymns as Religion «nd Poetry.” 
|'A man of wide culture and dis- 
cerning literary taste, Dr. Blyton 
sounds a sensible note when he 
| says, “Hymns have been the one 
‘continuing expression of worship 
‘in the Christian churches for 
2,000 years. It is not a question 
of whether every hymn measures 
up to some expert's idea of poetry, 
but rather, does it express the 
emotion of eternal souls?” 

Which brings to mind the re- 
mark of a cynic some years ago 
to the effect that he had néver 
found a single line of poetry in 
the negro spirituals about which 
he heard so much praise. Without 
discussing the question of the 
poetry of spirituals, one regrets to 
discover in the attitude of the 
cynic an utter lack of appreciation 
of the whole purpose and mean- 
ing of worship. One of our ablest 
literary men in America said, aft- 
er listening to a group of Atlanta 
negroes singing several spirituals, 
“The finest embodiment of the in- 
cense of the soul I have ever ex- 
perienced,” 

And all the more may we ap- 
preciate the attitude of Dr. Blyton 
regarding the value and ministry 
of the Christian hymns when only 
recently a critic in England made 
an attack on Cowper's great 
hymn, “There Is a Fountain Filled 
With Blood,” on the ground that 
it violated the principle of the 
proper use of similes and meta- 
phors. Cowper was a master of 
English usage, and he would prob- 
ably have smiled had the criticism 
of his use of similes and metaphors 
been made in his day. Let us give 
thanks again for such literature 
as these lines:

IN URBAN SECTORS 


AAA Issues Pamphlet Ex- 
plaining Necessity of Crop 
Control in U. S. 


WASHINGTON, June 26.—(7)— 


The Agricultural Adjustment Ad- 


ministration told farmers today — 


that when they produce bounti- 
ful crops they “create 
cegnditions” in urban areas. 

“The statement was made in a 
Pamphlet of questions and an- 
swers on this year’s farm pro- 
grams 
among farmers. 
One question was: 


“If farmers reduce the acreage 
of certain crops, are they not con-| 


tributions to a scarcity program?” 
The answer: 
“Not if they merely reduce the 
amount of the surplus they can- 
not sell. Experience has shown 


that large farm surpluses of such | 


crops as wheat, corn, and cotton 
actually cretate scarcity conditions 
in the city by lowering farm 
prices so much 


That merely adds to the unem- 
ployment in the cities.’ 

Cannot Give Away Produce. 

Another question gsked: 

“Why should the AAA reduce 
production when there are peo- 
ple in this country who need food 
and clothing?’ 

The answer: 

“The farmer can no more af- 
ford to givé away his produce than 
the city storekeeper can. If he 
gave away his produce, he could 
not buy what the city worker 
makes. If he gave only his sur- 
pluses away, he would destroy the 
market for the rest of his crop. 
The real limiting factor in pro- 
viding food and clothing for peo- 


ple is virtually always consumer | 


income.” 

Some other questions 
swers: 

Q®. “If the government wants to 
get foreign markets for farm prod- 
ucts, why does it not allow farm 
production to increase and farm 
prices to fall to levels so low as 
to increase sales to other 
tries?” 

Foreign Sales Ate Loss. 

A. “A farmer is a businessman. 
Sales to foreign countries are of 
value to the farmers only if they 
result in more income for them. 
Growers cannot afford to deplete 
their soil and bankrupt themselves 
indefinitely just for the privilege 
of. selling cheap cotton, wheat or 
offer products to foreigners.” 

Q. “What are the prospects for 
enlarging foreign markets for cot- 
ton, wheat and pork?” 

A. “If we want to enlarge for- 
eign markets for our cotton, wheat 
and pork, we will have to be 
willing to do two things: (1) In- 
crease our imports of manufac- 
tured goods and other products 
that foreign countries produce 
more cheaply than we do; (2) 
Meet the competition of other 
countries that export these farm 
commodities, however low their 
prices.” 

One question asked why the 
government did not fix farm 
prices and do away with the crop 
control program. 

“Price-fixing for farm _ prod- 
ucts,” the reply said, “would 
make it necessary to have abso- 
lute control of all agriculture in- 
cluding the processor industries. It 
would involve strict regimentation 
and extreme bureaucracy and 
lead to price-fixing for all com- 
modities,”’

During and after this system- 
atic program of. destroying any- 
thing of possible use to the ene- 
my soldiers, Chinese of the 109th 
division systematically looted 
Chengchow’s modernized quanter, 
witnesses said. 

After a four-day looting ram- 
page, officers succeeded in bring- 
ing the soldiers under partial con- 
trol by posting anti-looting proc- 
lamations which, however, failed 
to prevent city rowdies from 
starting where the soldiers stop- 
ped.

Thin men live the longest. On 
Memorial Day this year the 12 
veterans of the G. A. R. who 
joined the parade in New York 
city were all in their 90’s. The old- 
est was 96, the youngest 90. Not 
one was overweight and many of 
them were decidedly thin. Longev-

As you would’ imagine, these 
veterans who fought in a war 75 
years ago have very definite ideas 
on the subject of health. William 
H. Raser, 90, one of the younger 
veterans, believes that “the daily 
cocktail habit, while not intem- 
perate, will shorten life on an 
average of 60 to 65 years. I have 
noted that to be the case in many 
instances.” 

Mr. Raser looks exceptionally 
young for his age and is hale and 
hearty. He is six feet tall and 
weighs the same as he did at the 
age of 40, which is 180 pounds.
